HOW THE MUNITION MAKERS OF 
EARLY WISCONSIN MADE BULLETS 


Interesting Exhibits Are to be Seen at the Historical Museum* 


Output in Those Days Was Quite

How the "Wisconsin pioneers made 


tha bullets which were as necessary 
for their existence as food, is shown, 
in a. display of four bullet molds re- 
cently -(riven to .the Wisconsin His- 
torical Museum.

One iron' mould looked 
exactly 


like a small pair of tweezers except 
that there is a -hollow at the end in 
which the hct metal is poured. As 
only'one bullet could be made at a 
time, this must have been a • slow 
process.

A s«cond type of moid, similar to 


the first one, is made of copper. U 
also is contrived to make one bullet 
at a time,-but it has the added im- 
provement of a flat piece 01 metal 
br Wade.which cuts off any surplus 
metal which may extend out-from 
the mold. It was made in New York 
in 1S39 and brought to Wisconsin in 
1S49 
Andrew J. White, of Canip- 


beHsport presented the museum with 
both the iron-.and the copper mo.d.

The third mold of the collection 


consists of two brassJ>»»- ™"" 
when securely clamped 
together 


with the screw provided f or that 
purpose, -forms two rows of molds, 
nTne holes in each. 
The Pjoneer 


clamped the .bars together, poured 
the hot metal in the cavities, put tfe 
whole apparatus away and when the 
metal had cooled, he had .eighteen- 
conical bullets. This mold was pat- 
ented in 1873. . A, E. Hwse of M£ 
waukee was the donor of this mokL 


The largest mold of the four li. 


aiso n bragss one in which eighteen 
bullets can be made at one time, it 
is constructed tho same as the coni- 
cal bullet mold except that tnere 
are two long handles.attached[to.it 
This mold was used in the old shot 
tower at Helena, Iowa county, Wis 
from 1836 to 1848.

.molds are not the only ones of tacir 
kind in the museum but are merely 
additions to a number of others on 
display.

DR. BUTLER FOR PRESIDENT 


T-.HE launching of a presidential boom for Dr. Nicholas Mur- 
1 
ray Butler, who is president of Columbia University in New 


York City, suggests the reflection that a thorough, complete, 
and general democratization of our higher educational institu- 
tions is one of the prime needs of our country. 


Columbia has long been one of the strongholds of reaction 


and ultra-conservatism. Progressive members of the faculty, 
have some of them been squelched and others ousted, in spite 
of the protests of forward-looking students and alumni, and in 
spite of protests of some TG embers of the faculty who took their 
academic lives in their hands in making such protests. 


President Butler has on numerous occasions been called 


upon for key-note speeches as chairman or temporary chairman 
of Republican state conventions in New York state but never 
until the present time have the forces of reaction been bold 
enough to actually urge him as a candidate for public office. 


A circular has been issued "To Columbia Ahimni" singing 


his praises, and lauding his qualifications. 


Universities and colleges like Columbia, dependent mainly 


for their endowment upon the gifts of great accumulators of 
wealth, are of course controlled by the men whose money has 
made them. Faculty appointments and retirements are con- 
trolled by boards of trustees, and not culture, not broad-minded 
scholarship, not sympathy with fundamental democracy make 
a man eligible for such trusteeships, but money does. 


If Mr. Butler should be nominated he would be supported 


by mining companies dreading short 'hour legislation, by rail- 
road companies wanting profits guaranteed, and by gas and 
traction companies who want permission to have their charters 
nullified insofar as charges to the public are restricted, in order 
that they may increase their rates and pay dividends on watered 
stock. 


He would be supported by the Louisiana sugar interests BO 


favored by Attorney General Palmer. He would be supported 
by the American Woolen Company whose profits in 1918 were 
$12,324,084 and showed a healthy growth of 324 per cent over 
what they were in 1914 when the company only made $2,788.602.

It may be 
their good fortune and my misfortune that they can 
expend in all directions enormous sums of money and 
that I cannot. 


I have back of me no great corporation, no trust, 


no powerful financial interests. In this commonwealth 
1 am pitting whatever of ability, of courage, of energy, 
and of character God has given me against the wealth, 
the influence, and the power of organized politics and 
organized big business in politics. 
In Wisconsin <the same interests have been qirieltry at work 


for months in an effort to get an "uriinstructed delegation" 
pledged to *he great corporations, trusts and powerful financial 
interests. This ''uninstructed" delegation is backed by unlim- 
ited cash furnished by the same interests as those putting up 
for the South Dakota campaign. On the other hand the La Fol- 
lette delegation is backed by the common unorganized masses. 
It remains to be seen whether organized wealth or the unor- 
ganized people control the state of Wisconsin—The people can 
easily defeat "the power of organized polities and organized 
business in politics" if they wiii. .
